COMMENTS : Acting upon the recommendations of Council, the 
, City of Mississauga retained the services of H. E. 
ee . Hartley Consultants Limited, to conduct an evalution 
on present and future insurance requirements of the 
City and to obtain insurance quotations in 1975. 


H. E. Hartley has now completed a thorough study 
as directed which we have discussed at length with 
a Committee comprised of the City Treasurer, the 
Director of Treasury Services and the Manager of 
Investments and Insurance for the city. 


CONCLUSION: Due to the fact that- most general insurance policies 
come due on July 1, 1975, and whereas those for Casualty 
" Insurance do not terminate until November 1, 1975, Mr- 
Hartley recommended that the City tender its general 
insurance now, and postpone the casualty until early 
in October, 1975 in order to effect premium cost savings 


As a result, H. E. Hartley Consultants Limited prepared 
a detailed tender covering the City's general insurance 
requirements,which was subsequently advertised on May 
26th, 1975 with a closing date of June 17, 1975. Such 
, quotations as may be received will then be reviewed 
and evaluated by H. E. Hartley Consultants Ltd., with 
a view to advising on the best course of action to be 
taken by the City.
